Mr. C. B. Farnsworth, a manufacturer of | 
cotton prints, at Providence, Rhode Island, 
has presented to Congress a me m of 
certain facts pertaining to that busin sas. It 
seems that the duty on ordinary gray cotton 
cloths is equal to a prohibition; no goods of 
that character are imported. There is, 
therefore, no revenue whatever collected 
from that source. Ordinary print cloths are 
made 64 threads to the inch, counting each 
way, 28 inches wide, and weighing about 
one pound to each seven yards of cloth. The 
average market Value of such goods in Man- 
chester, England, is 5 cents per yard, gold, 
or 5 1-2 cents in currency. The duty on such 
cloths at that value, if imported, would be 
8 80-100 cents per running yard in gold. They

operation that it has called out. The latest. 
full report quoted is that for the year 1367. 
At that time there were in England and 
Wales 577 co-operative store societies, which 
counted their members at 171,897, and their 
capital at over $7,000,000. Their annnal 
business exceeded $30,000,000, and their 
shareholders pocketed each year $2,000,000 
in profits, Ot all these, the Pioneer Society 
of Rochdale ig the richest. In 1544, 8 men, 
the poorest of the poor, organized a society, 
and opened a store, During that year it 
saved them some money, but paid no profit. 
In 1845 the members were 74 and the profits 
were £22. Every year since has witnessed.a 
steady in¢rease. In 18% the 6,823 members 
cleared £41,619. The original store was, of 
course, a grocery. They added, im 1547, a 
dry goods store; in 1850, a slanghter-houge 
and batcher-shop; in 1952, a shoe-stere and 
tailor-shop; in 1855, a coal-yard; and, in 1867, 
a bakery. The best of raw materials, either 
produced At home or elge imported, free of 
taxation, from abroad, are manufactured by 
the best of workmen. Their clothes wear 
twice as long and cost half as much as in 
1844. Theircoal, their meat, their groceries, 
are cheaper and better. All these different 
establishments ere under the roof of one 
immense building, erected by the Rochdale 
Pioneers at a cost of $60,000, Above 
the stores is an immense assembly- 
room, Where the members meet to 


listen to lectures, concerts, etc. There ig 
also a news-room, stocked with the best 
English and foteign papers and magazines, 
and a library containing, in 1567, 9,000 vol- 
umes, and rapidly imereasing from the 
regular appropriation to it of 2 1.2 per 
cent of the net profits of the society, 
The Rochdale Pioneers have never incurred 
a debt, @ loss, or a law-suit. They have 
checked crime, diffused knowledge, dimin- 
ished pauperism, and set an example that 
thousands of their fellow-workmen have 
found it to their advantage to follow, not 
only in Great Britain, but im Germany and 
France. Reform crossed the Channel with- 
out difficalty, but the ocean seems to be an 
effectual batrier. Our workingmen have im- 
itated the other example of co-operation 
which Great Britain offers us,—the terrorism 
and tyranny of trades-unionism, / 

It is easy to eite instances: Last 
July, a Mr.) Tasker, a shoe-manafacturer of 
New York City, decided that he could not 
carry on business longer under the dictation 
of the Cribpin Society. Anxious to com- 
promise matters, he wrote to the officers of 
the organidation that, if they would allow 
him to hire persons to do a certain class of 
work at lower prices than the Crispin rules 
commanded to be paid, he would give em- 
ployment te hundreds of men and women, 
able and willing to earn their food. Nota 
word of reply was vouchsafed him. Five 
weeks ago | Saturday, he told his workmen 
that he could employ them no longer under 
Crispin rules, He offered to retain them all, 
and not te attempt to interfere with their 
mem bership, provided that they would not 
attempt to interfere with his management. 
They all stopped work, New men were en- 
gaged and terrorism began. A patrol was 
kept beford the shop, paid by laboring men, 
to warn other men from laboring. Four of 
the new workmen have been beaten or 
stoned on the street, and last weck the whole 
force hadi to be eacorted to the ferry by a 
squad of policemen.

Smalley has cecumed offices for a long time 
in the fashionable quarter, Pall Mall, and to 
his rooms flock most American notabilities, 
and not a few also of the leading men of the 
Radical school of the Old Country. Moving 
in influential society here, Mr. Smalley reli- 
giously preserves his nationality, and is more 
American than any American I have ever 
known who has been long away from his 
country. Since the publication of the Amer- 
ican Oase, this indefatigable journalist 
has found himself in a novel position. Ali 
the philo- Americans, whe look in to gossip 
with him,—the independent M. P.’s, the 
philosophers, the newspaper cronies, even 
the one-ideaed tribe who affect Woman's 
Rights and the Liquor Law,—have, in one 
formor other, told him the “Case” will never 
do. Nota single Englishman, I dare assert, 
has been enconntered by Mr. Smalley who 
will tell him the “ indirect claima” ought to 
be submitted to the Arbitrators. 


Smallex, so far as his English acquaintances 
o, haa found himself alone. Cyrus Field, 
the perpetual “ tidget,” who is hemp, there, 
and everywhere, when stopping in London, 
ardly knows, I fancy, what to say or to do, 
so completely dees his experience agree 
with at 0 — brother-crafteman.

It was the earliest to discern 
the character of the American claims, and it 
has kept the lead; but it has said nothing 
that could iritate the sensitive 
on the other side of the 
question. People behind the scenes will tell 
ou the articles have been inspired by Lord 
sranville, who is an intimate personal 
friend of Mr. Delane’s. Rumor goes further, 
and says the Times represents the Foreign 
Minister, not only in its treatment of the 
controversy, but also in the censnre it deals 
upon Mr. Gladstone for the rashness of his 
words, and the untenabieness of a part of 
his argumentative Mr. Forster 
Mr. Stansfeld, and Lord Granville, are said 
to dislike the vehemence of their chief;

The Stuadard, 
as the Tory paper, looks lin goringly toward 
the South, and wonders when, by some 
diversion, a stroke might not be Raye for 
the defeated cause of “Secesh.” ‘The Morn- 
ing Posi, alone in the country, sees prima facie 
ground for referring the whole matter to 
the Arbitrators, as America desires. Curi- 
ously enough, the Post has a sort of Foreign 
Office copnéction, and, thoagh its circulation 
is mall, it has some weight from the suppo- 
sition that one big-wig, at least, speaks 
through its articles. The fost is not unsel- 
dom alone. The instances, of course, have 
no resemblanee to each other; but it happens 
that the Morning Post was the only journal 
in the United Kingdom which ex pressed ap- 
proval of Louis Napoleon’s coup d’ tat. This 
was acceunted for by Lord Palmerston's in- 
terest in the journal. Palmerston was in fa- 
vor of the coup d' ctat, and the Lost was his 
particular organ. 

To-day the Times regrets its inability to 
share the confidence of Mt. Smalley that the

Euglishmen have been in the 
habit of saying that Mr. Sumner's statemen:

One or two 
American lawyers of eminence dissen 
from his views of international obligations, 
as did some others whose chief claim to em- 
inches lies in the factitious importance at- 
tributed to their opinion on this side. By 
the great majority of Americans competent 
to form an opinion on the matter, as well as 
by most of those whotakesuch things pretty 
much on trust, at speech was regarded as 
the first: adequate statement of the wrongs 
we bad suffered at the bands of Eugland dur- 
ing the rebellion. The evidenes that it 
was so ‘accepted may be found in the 
files of the leading American journals 
of that date. That being so, and the po 
lar view being fixed on the basis of that 
ene and remaibing unaltered down to 
the Conference last year, I ask you whether 
it was possible fog the American Govern- 
ment to disregard it in the negotiation of a 
treaty. Clearly they could not, no matter 
what might be their own views as tothe ex- 
podioney ot pressing such claims, or the 
probability of obtaining by arbitration an 
award proportionate to their magnitade. It 
is, nevertheless, certain that the proposal 
made by the American Commissioners, at 
ope of the first meetings of the Joint High 
Commission, to take a lump sum, and an ex- 
pression of regret, in full of all demands, 
would have been accepted gladly by 
the very people who opted 
Mr. Sumner statement. I dan’t think 
anybody ever expected to get a great deal 
of money for those indirect claims.

How happens it that it 
has never occurred to your Government, nor, 
so far as I know, to any English journalist 
to read the American Case by the light at 
that proposition’ If the whole matter were 
not so serious, I should beinclimed to say 
that the alm and indignation afeused in 
England have been absoiutely . grotesque. 
You took fire at the notion of being asked to 
pay an immense sum, which an unlucky 
arithmetician computed to surpass the 
tribute imposed by Germany on France. 1 
Will only add on this point that no sum_is 
mentioned in the American Case, and that 
the figures which have so much affected the 
popular indignation are of English origin. 

t has been asserted over and over again in 
English papers that Mr, Sumner epposed the 
ratification of the treaty. He did nothin 
of the kind. Ile supported it, He defea 
the Ciarendon-Johnson ‘Treaty because 
among other defeets, it providdd onty for 
the claims of citizens, and not for those of 
the Government. He advocated the suhse- 
quent treaty, partly because it ineluded 
those claims which the other omitted—part- 
ly for reasons which I will statein a mo- 
ment. The notion prevalent bere that 
Mr. Sumner lost his Chairmanship of 
the Committee of Foreign Affairs in the 
Senate because of adifference between him 
and the President on the Alabama claims, is 
an error and Ishould havesupp Sd Mr. Fish’s 
despatch might have convineed you. His 
displacement was @ concession, and a most 
unwise one, by a very small majprity of the 
Republican Senators, to the wish of the 
President, the grounds of whose quarrel 
with Mz.
